food served. 
First was to speak up was Rich­ 
ard A. Folkenroth. elementary 
coordinator, who told the direc­ 
tors some of the cafeteria staff 
had bern "very angry” about the 
complaints voiced last month. Mr. 
Folkenroth said that on most 
school days he eats lunch at one 
of the three grade school cafete­ 
rias and finds the food ‘‘very 
satisfactory.” He said there is 
nothing wrong with the food” 
but pointed out it is sometimes 
difficult to please everyone when 
so many are being served. 
Senior High School Principal 
Charles E. Tressier read a pre­ 
pared statement to the board 
about the food service at the sen­ 
ior high school. He said; 'The 
food is wholesome, well balanced 
in food value ova* a period bf 
time.” He noted that the food 
must be well balanced because it 
is ‘‘subject to check by officials.’* 
'TASTY, ADEQUATE" 
He continued by saying; “The 
food is palatable and prepared in 
the 
most healthful 
conditions. 
For 90 cents the servings are 
large and each student is given 
the privilege of purchasing ex­ 
tra portions of his or her favorite 
dish at a nominal price. 
“After surveying the students 
. . I find the students . . . are 
satisfied with the condition that 
exists. Some of our students free­ 
ly tell me this is the only hot 
meal and their best of the day.” 
He then publicly commended Mrs. 
Alice Lower, the cafeteria man­ 
ager, Md hor staff for their “fine 
service’’ and “(heir regard for 
the students* health and physical 
well being.” He added that the 
teachers and staff enjoy the 
food and extra service” sup­ 
plied by Mrs. Lower and her 
staff.

Resume Talks On 
Disarmament 


GENEVA (API—The 17-na- 
tion disarmament conference 
resumes today after a five- 
month recess amid Ixpes for a 
further thaw in East-West re­ 
lations. 
As the conference proceeds, 
the United States is scheduled 
to introduce a series of new 
proposals designed to remove 
the threat of nuclear war. re­ 
duce the danger of surprise 
attack, prevent an outbreak of 
war by accident or miscalcula­ 
tion and prevent the spread of 
nuclear weapons tr nations 
that don’t have them. 
American disarmament ne­ 
gotiator William C. Foster was 
publicly optimistic over pros­ 
pects for the talks—the John­ 
son administration’s first ma­ 
jor encounter with the Russians 
at an international conference. 
Foster cited three achieve­ 
ments of last year: limited nu­ 
clear test-ban treaty, the Wash- 
ington-Moscow “hot line” and 
the U.N. General Assembly 
resolution banning mass de­ 
struction weapons from space 
vehicles.

Woman Balloonist found 
Dead 25 Miles Due East 
From Takeoff Saturday

(AP)—Barbara Keith, the flying 
grandmother who died at sea 
during the first Catalina Chan­ 
nel hot air balloon race, was 
named “the first lady of hot air 
ballooning” as plans were laid 
for next year’s race. 
Mrs. Keith, 42, from Hartford, 
Conn., was found in the ocean 
Monday, locked in the seat of 
the hot air baUoon that had lift­ 
ed her off Santa Catalina Island 
48 hours cartier. 
An 
autopsy 
showed 
she 
drowned. Chief Deputy Coroner 
Gene Massey also said she de­ 
veloped pneumonia before she 
died. 
REGRET TRAGEDY 
He estimated the baUoon fell 
into the sea about 6:15 p.m. 
Saturday, and said the time of 
death was probably 2 a.m. Sun­ 
day, almost eight hours later. 
Members 
at the California 
Balloon Club, however, were un­

MT. JOY TWP. 
SCHOOL BOARD 
TAKES ACTION 


The Mt. Joy Twp. School Board, 
which holds the key to the re­ 
organization of Adams County 
school districts under the new 
state school law. voted Monday 
evening to seek establishment of 
the eastern section of the town­ 
ship as an independent school 
district. 
Board members explained that 
it is the first step under the new 
law toward a reorganization plan 
that would allow township chil­ 
dren to continue in the same 
school system in which they are 
presently enrolled. 
ML Joy Twp. School District 
for a number of years has been 
a member of the Gettysburg 
and the Littlestown Joint School 
Districts. Under the new law, a 
school district cannot be assigned 
to two new units. 
SAME DIVIDING LINE 
Board members explained that. 
if they failed to act within the 
immediate future, Gettysburg and 
Littlestown School Districts would 
have to be combined into a new 
district under the new law. By 
creating an independent district 
in the lower 40 per cent of the 
township, which could be assigned 
to the Littlestown jointure, the 
remainder of the township would 
become a part of the Gettysburg 
jointure. 
The same dividing line would 
be used as has been in force for 
a number of years. 
Board President Rex Maddox 
said today that a letter will be 
sent by the school board to all 
residents of the township explain­ 
ing the reasons tor the move and 
the advantages it will rifer. Later, 
residents of the Iowa- section of 
the township will be asked to sign 
petitions to the court to have the 
new district created. Approval at 
Harrisburg will be asked before 
the petitions can be circulated. 
Only 51 per cent of the residents 
of the lower end of the township 
need sign the petitions but the 
board hopes to secure a larger 
proportion as backen of the plan. 
President Maddox also said that 
all members of the board at­ 
tended Monday’s meeting and all 
have “agreed to work together 
for the establishment of the inde­ 
pendent school district.” Board 
members said they will be glad 
to answer questions from patrons 
about the proposed plan.

Hi# Adams County commission* 
ers this morning completed the 
semiannual report to the state 
on the balance of the liquid fuel 
fund and learned they started the 
year with a balance of $43,TGI .61, 
of which $23,000 has been en­ 
cumbered by various items, such 
as money set aside for road dam­ 
ages, completion of bridges, etc. 
The new commissioners’ clerk, 
Clyde Alison, who began his 
duties Monday, was serving as 
secretary for the meeting for the 
first time this morning. Retiring 
Commissioners’ Clerk Jacob G. 
Appier presented the commis­ 
sioners with the four-page report 
required by the state semiannual­ 
ly concerning the status of the 
liquid fuel fund and outlined step 
by step the items to be placed 
under the various heading and 
account numbers. He explained 
that, when county aid appropri­ 
ations and amounts for bridge 
and damages are established, that 
amount is "encumbered” or set 
aside, so that the money will be 
available when it is to be paid. 
The forms, in addition to listing 
the amounts already paid, also 
list the amounts "encumbered” 
to pay off the remainder duo. 
SPENT $$7,411 
The report showed the county 
during the last half of 1963 started 
with a balance of $45,724.41 in the 
liquid fuel fund, received $93,871.13 
from the state, and had income of 
$1,588.12 from certificates of de­ 
posit at the Bendersville and Big­ 
lerville banks, for a total income 
of $141,183.66. 
Expenditures totaled $97,421.97 
of which $37,726.78 went in coun­ 
ty aid to the boroughs and town­ 
ships. The remainder went for 
bridges, both new construction 
and repairs, payment of boards 
of view and dim ages. 
Most of the expenditures from 
the fund come in the last half of 
the year because the actual pay­ 
ments are made after work is 
completed — including the county 
aid amounts. With the expected 
■tate payments, the county should 
again have $90,000 to $100,000 in 
income for the liquid fuel fund 
during the year.

STORY ON FIX

MILWAUKEE (AP)—It didn’t 
work, the Milwaukee Journal 
said after recreating the meth­ 
od of encasing Jack Dempsey’s 
hands in plaster of paris as his 
manager says was done for the 
heavyweight 
title 
fight 
with 
Jess Willard more than 40 years 
ago. 
Journal boxing writer Evans 
Kirkby says standins for all the 
main figures were assembled to 
do all the things Jack Kearns 
said in a magazine article were 
done before the fight in which 
Dempsey belted out Willard in 
three rounds on July 4, 1919 in 
Toledo. 
Using the same materials in 
the same way that Kearns de- 
?“ibed, showed that a plaster 
fist could not be made that 
way,” Kirkby wrote. “Or may­ 
be we weren’t good plasterers.” 
USED SAME METHODS 
Standing in for Kearns in the 
experiment was Al Fain, a vet­ 
eran boxing figure who has 
taped boxers’ hands for more 
than half a century. Eddie Met­ 
ric. 
a 
boxing 
manager 
and 
gymnasium operator, took the 
part of Walter Moynahan, Will­ 
ard’s 
chief 
second. 
Frank 
Linnemanstoos, 
a 
G o l d e n 
Gloves heavyweight, was as­ 
signed Dempsey’s part. 
The Kearns’ description told 
how he wound on Dempsey’s 
bandages as Moynahan looked 
on, then used a sponge to soak 
the wrappings. Tile next step, 
as related by Kearns, was to 
heavily sprinkle the plaster of 
paris from a powder can onto 
the soaked bandages. 
CONNED TO THE ENO’’ 
All was done as prescribed, 
said Kirkby, whose story con­ 
tinued: 
What did we get when the 
mess had dried? 
“We got a thin layer of soft 
cement 
which cracked 
at a 
slight touch and fell from the 
bandages at a slight brushing. 
Little if any of the plaster of 
paris would have been on the 
bandages by the time Dempsey 
traveled from his dressing room 
to the ring, where the gloves 
were put on. lf any had re­ 
mained, it would have turned 
to powder at the first light 
blow. 
It appears that Kearns, one 
of the greatest of old-fashioned 
pitchmen, conned to the end.” 
DESERVES BETTER 
TrEATMENT 
Kirkby and his crew carried 
the experiment one step further 
and found a way to produce a 
reasonably formidable weapon. 
But the construction was so 
elaborate, 
Kirkby 
said, 
that 
Dempsey and Moynahan would 
have to have known what was 
going on. This does not fit with 
Kearns’ report that Dempsey 
was too nervous to notice what 
was taking place.

poverty. 
Johnson sent Congress a fis­ 
cal 1965 budget message which 
confidently assumed the “earli­ 
est possible" tax reduction. He 
termed it a “giant step to­ 
ward . . . a balanced budget in 
a full-employment, full-prosper- 
tty economy.” 
DEFENSE FUNDS 
The budget would carve $1.3 
billion and 27,000 civilians from 
the Defense Department. He 
proposed a $54-billion national 
defense effort, which includes 
along with actual military ex­ 
penditures such costs as civil 
defense, stockpiling and atomic 
weapons procurement. 
Other cuts would hit the Ag­ 
riculture Department, the Post 
Office, 
the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission, and the Veterans 
Administration. 
The new fiscal blueprint also 
would thin slightly the over-all 
ranks of federal jobholders, sell 
off a billion-dollar batch of gov­ 
ernment assets and cut the defi­ 
cit in half—from $10 billion this 
year to $4.9 billion in the fed­ 
eral year starting July I. 
DEBT INCREASES 
At year’s end. June 30, 1965. 
the national debt will have in­ 
creased from $311.6 billion to 
$317 billion, Im estimated. 
Nevertheless it is a “compas­ 
sionate" budget, Johnson said, 
providing 
history’s 
heaviest 
spending for “our nation’s most 
important resource — its peo­ 
ple." He asked more than $1 
billion for a package attack on 
the roots of misery. 
Johnson told the legislators 
he was guided, in this first ma­ 
jor economic task of his presi­ 
dency, by the principle that “ an 
austere budget need not be and 
should not be a standstill budg­ 
et," and explained: 
“When vigorous pruning of 
old programs and procedures 
releases the funds to meet new 
challenges 
and 
opportunities, 
economy becomes the compan­ 
ion of progress. . . .

WASHINGTON (AP) - It was 
three years Monday since Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy took of­ 
fice. It is almost two months 
since he died. Nothing basic has 
changed in the three years or 
two months. But there have been 
changes.

In his inaugu­ 
ral talk on that cold, bright, 
windy Jan. 20, 1961, he said the

He pledged that, despite mili­

Spurred by tax cuts, national 
output this year will soar by 
nearly $40 billion to a surpris­ 
ing record total of about $623 
billion, the President predicted, 
generating higher revenues de­ 
spite the lower tax rates. 
So federal income will climb 
by $4.6 billion in the coming 
fiscal year to $93 billion, while

Few were solved in his. Yet, 
he gave the country a sense of 
life, of youth, of bustle, which 
it needed.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
Relations with an old foe, the 
Soviet Union are better; with an 
old friend, France, worse. The 
economy is in far better shape. 
But racial tensions increased 
until possible explosions lie be­ 
low the surface of American 
life. 
Militarily, Americans feel far 
more able to cope with an en­ 
emy. But the Atlantic alliance 
is no stronger. And any hope 
Kennedy had of a miracle in 
relations with Latin America 
was not realized. 
The four biggest domestic pro­ 
grams of Kennedy’s presidency 
—federal aid to education, med­ 
ical care for the aged, a tax 
cut, and a strong civil rights 
bill—were all unfinished busi­ 
ness when he died. 
MOST OBVIOUS CHANGE 
He might have made progress 
on some of them this year, or 
later if he had been re-elected, 
which he almost certainly would 
have been had he lived. 
Right there, in the American 
attitude toward him, came the 
most obvious change in all his 
presidency. In the 1960 election 
he had barely squeezed into the 
White House. 
But at the time of his death 
Kennedy was 
so enormously 
popular at home and abroad, as 
the universal grief at his death 
showed, there could have been 
little doubt about his success if 
he ran again. 
In the long run the most sig­ 
nificant change may have been 
in the attitude of the Soviet Un*

ion. Kennedy must get great 
credit for that, but not all. Two 
other factors were Red China 
and the depressed Russian econ­ 
omy. 
lite Russians are still an an­ 
tagonist. 
But in the strange 
chemistry of history they may 
have undergone a shift in think­ 
ing which is not yet fully ap­ 
parent but may turn out to be 
profound. 
When 
Kennedy 
took 
office 
Premier Khrushchev was still 
seething at President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, although this 
may have been an act he felt 
he had to put on, because of the 
American plane shot down over 
the Soviet Union in 1960. 
Khrushchev must have mis­ 
taken Kennedy for a boy on a 
man’s errand. He pushed his 
luck. His luck ran out. He threw 
up the Berlin wall. Kenned in­ 
stantly enlarged the American 
forces. 
SIGNED TREATY 
\ 
Khrushchev broke a voluntary 
nuclear test ban and resumed 
testing. Kennedy did the same. 
Khrushchev then tried his hig­ 
hest push, putting missiles in 
Cuba. 
Kennedy 
forced 
him 
to 
back 
down. 
Khrushchev 
changed. 
He signed a nuclear test-ban 
treaty. His attitude changed. He 
became more friendly. It was 
Kennedy who made this possi­ 
ble by refraining from belliger­ 
ency. This was one of his great 
achievements. 
But other forces were working 
to take some of the belligerency 
out of Khrushchev’s attitude to­ 
ward the West: His economy 
was 
in 
trouble, 
he 
needed 
wheat; and Soviet-Red Chinese 
relations crashed. In Kennedy’s 
short presidency the Soviet Un­ 
ion definitely lost dominion over 
the Communist world. 
French President Charles de 
Gaulle 
became 
increasingly 
troublesome and obstinate but 
no doubt he would have been 
that way with any president, as 
he just showed. With President 
Johnson in the White House, De 
Gaulle is now going to recog­ 
nize Red China, which this coun­ 
try had hoped he wouldn’t. 
Kennedy clearly adopted Ei­ 
senhower’s placid and very oft­ 
en ineffectual technique of try­ 
ing to avoid disputes at home, 
particularly with Congress. As 
a result, Kennedy fought far 
less fiercely for his programs 
than he might have. As a result, 
Congress 
treated 
him 
pretty 
coolly. 
Some of last year’s racial ex­ 
plosions might have been avoid­ 
ed if Kennedy had done more 
fighting with Congress, specif­ 
ically if he had proposed and 
insisted upon 
a 
strong civil 
rights program. 
Instead, it was the explosions 
themselves that forced him into 
offering such a program. Now 
it’s Johnson's baby It' remains 
to be seen how hard he'll fight 
for it.

LIPPI APPEAL

Lippi, a 93-year-old Exeter 
man who serves as president of 
United Mine Workers District I, 
was released from custody on a 
continuation of his old bond.

OTHERS SENTENCED 
Two others also were sen­ 
tenced with Lippi Monday in 
the case stemming from tax 
payments for 1957.

along with Lippi in the spring of 
1962, was fined $2,000. 
Louis Fabrizio, who pleaded 
guilty, wa* fined $2,000 and sen­ 
tenced to 191 days in prison.

RENEWS PLEA 


FOR NEW MINT 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres! 
dent Johnson today renewed the 
White House request for money 
for an immediate start on a new 
mint at Philadelphia 
He also asked funds for the 
production of 150 million silver 
dollars over the next 17 months 
The round dollars have not been 
minted since the mid-1930s 
Johnson renewed the request 
for $500,000 in the fiscal year 
which ends next June 30 for 
planning funds for the new mint 
and the 1965 budget lists $8 mil­ 
lion for site and construction 
costs. The new structure, which 
has been authorized by Congress 
will cost an estimated $16 mil­ 
lion. 
The hanging request for $650,- 
000 for minting SO million silver 
dollars in the current year was 
renewed by Johnson, and he 
specified that IOO million should 
be minted in fiscal 1995.

SEGREGATION 


IS CHARGED IN 


CITY SCHOOLS 


NEW YORK (AP)—Philadel­ 
phia was one of six large cities 
where de facto segregation ex­ 
ists in schools in the north and 
west, according to a 1961-62 sur­ 
vey by the 
Commission 
on 
School Integration. 
The survey of 200 northern 
communities in 1961-62 found 
738 public schools were minori­ 
ties made up 90 per cent or 
more of the total enrollment. 
Of those 738 schools, 449, or 
91 per cent, were in the cities of 
Philadelphia, New York, Chica­ 
go, Detroit, Cleveland and Los 
Angeles. 
New 
York 
had 
112 
such 
schools, Detroit 81, Chicago 79, 
Philadelphia 78, Cleveland 47 
and Los Angeles 44. 
“DELIBERATIVELY 
CONTRIVED" 
The report by the commission, 
a unit of the National Associa­ 
tion of Intergroup Relations Of­ 
ficials, said Monday IO per cent 
(rf the schools where minorities 
amounted to 60 per cent or 
more of the population were 
found in Pennsylvania. It said 
in 1961-62 Chester had five such 
schools and Coatesville one. 
Hie report said school segre­ 
gation 
cannot 
be 
explained 
away as simply resulting from 
neighborhood patterns. 
"Much (if not) most of the 
segregation supposedly result­ 
ing from racial patterns of resi­ 
dential concentration was delib­ 
erately 
contrived 
by 
public 
school authorities," said the re­ 
port.

Only 13 Films, Mostly

HOLLYWOOD (AP)-The na­ 
tion’s most important movie re­ 
viewer is in town to meet new 
bosses of the film studios.

For 16 years the clergyman 
has been executive secretary of 
the National Legion of Decency, 
which advises the country’s 40 
million Catholics on the moral 
acceptability of film fare.

CORNWALL, Pa. (AP)—The 
Corawall-Lebanon Joint School 
Board voted Monday night to 
continue its fight to permit Bi­ 
ble reading in public schools on 
a permissive basis.

ON PERMISSIVE BASIS

in or leave the classroom while 
a teacher reads from the scrip­ 
tures. 
The board maintains that last 
year’s Supreme Court ruling de­ 
termined only that compulsory 
Bible reading in public schools 
is unconstitutional. 
Under a motion adopted last 
night, the board voted to send a 
seven-member 
committee 
to 
Harrisburg to ask Gov. Scran­ 
ton if he has found a way to 
permit Bible reading on a per­ 
missive basis. 
If the committee receives a 
negative reply, the board then 
would turn to the courts.

“Eighty-five per cent of last 
year’s films were considered 
acceptable by some segment (rf 
the audience, and that is not 
bad," said Msgr, Little. “But 
what we think is bad is movie 
advertising.” 
One of the Legion’s concerns, 
he added, was the current run 
of sex comedies. 
“Many of these films flirt 
around with accepted immoral­ 
ity and illicit sex, only to have 
some accident happen so the 
act is not carried out," he said. 
“ ‘Under the Yum-Yum Tree’ 
was one of those; it was saved 
only by a good speech that indi­ 
cated that the situation had 
been immoral. 
HOW ITS TREATED 
“Our problem la how the sub­ 
ject is treated. Films like ‘Love 
With a Proper Stranger,’ *Tom 
Jones’ 
and 
‘The 
L-Shaped 
Room’ have treated touchy sub­ 
jects in an artistic manner. But 
some supposedly adult films are 
merely adulterous." 
The legion’s function is not 
merely negative, Msgr. Little 
said. It also confers an accolade 
on films worthy of family pa­ 
tronage. Recipients have been 
“To Kill a Mockingbird" and 
various Disney offerings.
